to>prove  its  utility.  The  great  numbers' of  mlferable  ot- 
e£ts,  labouring  under  the  complicated  evils  of  Poverty 
and  Pain,  who  have  been  either  entirely  cured  or  confider- 
ably  relieved  from  their  complaints,  proclaim  its  trueft 
praife  : and,  at  the  fame  time,  fuggeft  the  moft  perfuafive 
motives  to  animate  all  who  are  bleiTed  with  the  ability,  to 
feed  and  replenifh  the  fountain  from  whence  thefe  falutarv 
ftreams  diftufively  flow.  To  the  loweft  clafs  of  laborious, 
infirm,  and  aged  people,  who  folely,  and  with  difficulty,  ac- 
quire the  frugal  neceflaries  of  life,  the  aids  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  are  alfo  liberally  difpenfed.  Thefe  have 
now  an  afyium  from  all  thofe  calamities  to  which  ficknefs, 
in  their  contracted  circumftances,  renders  then!  exceedingly 
liable. The  paftfeafon,  from  its  remarkable  and  perma- 

nent feverity,  has  very  much  increafed  the  number  of  ap- 
plications to  this  charity ; the  benevolent  eftablifhers  of 
which,  may  indulge  the  grateful  fatisfaCtion  of  having  per- 
fectly obviated  not  a few  of  thofe  diftreffes,  to  which  the 
indigent  and  induftrious  were  confequently  expofed. 

The  principal,  regiftered  difeafes  will  properly  fuggeft  a 
few,  brief  obfervations.  With  regard  to  their  nature  and  I 
tendency,,  more-minute  information  may  be  received  at  the 
Difpcnlary  ; where  the  cafes  and  their  modes  of  treatment 
are  particularized:  and  the  whole,  with  their  refpeCtive 
events,,  fyftematically  arranged.

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The  firft  cbjeCts  of  this  charity  were  thofe  who  had  la- 
boured under  the  various  and  poignant  fufferings  of  long 
protraCted  difeafe,  the  fymptoms  of  which  could  only  admit 
a temporary  mitigation.  In  the  autumnal  months  of  Sep- 
tember, October,  and  November,  a nervous  fever,  diftin- 
guiffied  by  very  powerful  characters,  took  place  in  Charles- 
ftreet;  extending  its  malignancy  to  the  adjacent,  moil  con- 
fined fituations.  To  the  ufual  medical  attentions  was  added 

% 

an  efpecial  regard  to  the  regimen  of  the  patients  ; cleanli- 
nels  and  pure  air  being  ftrictly  enjoined,  and  every  precau- 
tion taken  to  prevent  the  communication  of  difeafe.  The 
neceffitous  fick  were  alfo  fupplied  with  requifite  quantities 
of  wine,  and  occafionally  recommended  to  public  or  private 
charities.  Twenty-fix  of  thefe  cafes  were  then  admitted, 
and  happily  they  all  recovered.  During'  the  winter  a nu- 
merous train  of  peCtoral  and  inflammatory  diforders  (to 
which  this  climate  and  feafon  are  peculiarly  liable)  very 
urgently  obtained  ; efpecially  catarrhs,  confumptions,  with  - 
more  acute  rheumatic  and  pleuritic  affeCtions.  In  the  be- 
ginning of  October  the  fmall-pox  became  epidemical,  and 
has  continued  fo  thefe  laft  eight  months.  Of  the  patients 
who  fuffered  the  natural  infection  (in  all  three  hundred  and 
twenty)  feventy-three  died,  and  fixty-nine  with  difficulty 
recovered  from  a ftate  of  remarkable  confluency  and  danger. 
The  hooping  cough  has  lately  very  mildly  and  partially 

prevailed  ; 
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prevailed  ; requiring,  for  the  moft  part,  fcarce  any  medical 
affiftance.  To  the  influence  of  this  falutary  feaion  will  the 
cure  of  the  prefen t,  and  prevention  of  the  future  difeafe  be 
chiefly  remitted.  The  only  other  contagion  of  any  mo- 
ment was  that  of  dyfentery  ; which  has,  at  different  periods 
of  the  preceding  year,  repeatedly  and  violently  occurred.  In 
the  contracted  habitations  of  the  indigent,  where  many  of 
the  effential  neceffaries,  and  all  the  conveniences  of  life,  were 
frequently  wanting,  its  baneful  progrefs  and  eifedts  became 
not  lefs  extenlive  than  potent.  Forty-nine  of  thefe  patients 
have  been  already  admitted  : thirty-one  were  difmifled, 
cured  : and  the  remaining  eighteen  ftill  continue  upon  the 
Books.  Relative  to  the  furgical  cafes,  in  which  the  aids 
of  art  were  more  obvioufly  and  certainly  ufeful,  upwards  of 
two  hundred  perfons  have  experienced  the  benefits  ©f  this 
inftitution. 

The  influence  of  this  charity,  fince  its  eftablifhment,  has 
been  gradually  and  confiderably  extended.  Regardful  of 
our  maritime  fituation,  and  the  dangers  to  which  we  are  in- 
evitably expofed,  it  was  deemed  eligible  to  form  a connec- 
tion with  the  London  Humane  Society,  and  very  gene- 
rally to  diflribute  its  judicious inftrudtions;  procuring  at  the 
fame  time  a complete  apparatus  for  the  recovery  of  perfons 
apparently  drowned.  The  modes  of  treatment  befl:  adapted 
to  reflore  fuch  deplorable  objedts  will  be  now  univerfally 

known. 
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and  the  intelligent  of  every  profeilion  are  earnelfly  requefted 
to  occafionally  put  them  in  immediate  and  vigorous  exe- 
cution. 

The  practice  of  general  inoculation  was  next  very  ftre- 
nuoufly  recommended,  and  the  advantages  deducible  from 
it,  publicly  announced  ; the  poor  were,  however,  fo  re- 
markably averfe  to  the  propofal,  that  thirty  children  could 
only  be  permitted  to  comply  with  it ; not  an  individual  of 
which  required  the  leaft  medical  attention. 

Several  additional  fubfcriptions  and  augmentations  for 
the  enfuing  year,  have  been  already  received,  and  it  is  ar- 
dently hoped  that  the  more  general  contributions  of  the 
public  will  afford  the  pleafing  opportunity  of  perfectly  ac- 
complifhing  the  benevolent  intentions  of  this  charity.

In  cafe,  however,  of  accidents,  or  very 
urgent  affections,  where  delay  .may  be  attended  with 
dangerous  confequences,  proper  objeCts  will  receive  affift- 
ance,  upon  application,  without  a letter  of  recommendation. 

That  proper  objeCts,  when  affeCted  with  trivial  dileafes, 
receive  the  benefits  of  this  charity  without  any  recommen- 
dation. 

That  governors  and  qualified  fubfcribers  be  intitled  to 
recommend  an  unlimited  number  of  patients,  fuffering 
epidemical  difeafes. 

That  the  governors  and  qualified  fubfcribers,  be  intitled 
to  recommend  a double  number  of  patients,  to  the  benefits 
of  this  charity. 

That  the  fick  poor  refiding  in  the  country,  are  only  to  be 
recommended  by  the  governors  and  qualified  iubfcribers,  o£
